Note :  Birth  and  Death  Rates 

As  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in 
different  areas  materially  a,ffects  both  the  Birth  and  Death 
Ra.tes  of  these  areas,  comparability  factors  allowing  for  this 
are  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  for  each  Local  Government 
Unit.  These  factors  nay  be  used  for  calculating  what  are 
termed  in  this  report  as  ^®Nett”  rates  and  fairar  comparisons 
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a,re  obtained  if  the  latter  are  used  when  conparing  rates  with 
those  of  any  other  area  (  when  these  hp.ve  been  sinilarly 
adjusted  )  or  with  the  rates  for  the  Country  as  -a  whole. 

These  factors  for  Briths  and  Deaths  in  respect  of  South 
Kesteven  are  1.05  and  0.90  respectively.  The  corresponding 
figures  when  multiplied  by  the  Crude  Rato  (tha^t  is  for  Births 
or  Deaths  as  the  case  may  be)  will  give  the  Nett  Rate.

The  Birth  Rate  at  16.26  per  1,000  estimated  population 
compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  15.0 
as  also  does  the  Death  Rate  a.t  8.94  compared  x^^ith  11.70. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  21.37  per  1,000  Live  Births 
improved  on  the  aNational  Rate  of  24.90  which  in  itself  was  the 
lox^^est  Rate  ever  recorded  in  this  Country. 

Diseases  of  the  Cardio  -  Vascular  system  register  as  the 
principal  cause  of  death,  followed  by  malignant  growths.  Five 
deaths  ^^^ero  due  to  Carcinoma  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  which 
raises  the  question  of  smoking  and  its  effects  on  lung  tissue. 
With  the  isolation  of  two  Carcinogens  from  tobacco  smoke  3.4 
Benzpyrene  and  1.20  Benzanthracene  together  with  the  statistical 
evidence  there  seems  little  doubt  that  excessive  smoking  is  a 
predisposing  cause  and  warrants  counselling  those  who  have  never 
yet  smoked  not  to  begin  no^^J.

These  are  provided  in  the  South  Kesteven  area  from  Centres 
at  the  North  Street  Clinic,  Bourne,  The  Barn  Hill  Clinic  at 
Stamford  and  from  Sleaford  for  the  Korbling,  Billingborough  and 
Folkingham  areas • 

This  service  is  of  great  value  to  the  nox^Jly  confined  and 
a  blessing  to  the  aged. 

The  introduction  of  a  Night  Sitter-up  Service  should  also 
meet  another  verv  human  need .

ThciSO  are  provided  by  the  East  ihigli.an  Hospital  Board  for 
the  southern  part  of  the  area  and  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  serves  the  northern  zone  based  on  Grantham. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
at  Morton,  Castle  Bytham,  Billingborough,  Folkingham,  Corby  Glen 
and  Market  Deeping  in  addition  to  those  at  Bourne  raid  Stamford 
which  serve  the  surrounding  areas. 

Free  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  provided  by  the  Medical 
Practitioners  'ondor  the  County  Council  Scheme.

The  Council’s  Water  Scheme  has  brought  the  inestimable 
benefit  of  pure,  wholesome  water  into  every  parish  in  the  Rural 
District  and  it  is  estiriated  that  it  is  potentially  o.va<.ilable 
to  92%  of  the  commimity. 


In  1955?  89  fresh  applications  for  connections  xrore  made 

of  which  85  have  been  completed.  The  averaige  daily  consumption 
of  x.'7ater  has  increased  from  365,000  gallons  in  December  1954  to 
391,000  gallons  in  Decombor,  1955.  Ls  consumption  of  water  per 
capita  is  a  good  yardstick  of  socnil  progress  this  in  itself  is 
a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Water  consumption  naturally  leads  to  the  tx^rin  problem  of 
sewage  disposal  and  here  aJ.so  the  progress  ha^s  been  very 
satisfactory,  v/ith  the  great  Baston,  Langtoft,  Deeping  contract 
being  pushed  forward  in  an  expeditious  manner  in  sprite  of  the 
topographical  obstacles  X'/hich  have  occurred  from  time  to  time. 
LocadL  inconveniences  on  the  x/hole  liave  been  treated  x«/ith 
forbearance  reflecting  the  good  sense  and  tolerance  of  those 
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living  in  tliG  area. 

The  rate  of  connections  to  the  new  Sewerage  Schene  at 
bxlxingborough,  Horbling  ajid  Corby  Glen  is  unfortunately  slow. 
Txxis  IS  particular;^/  true  in  the  Corby  Glen  area^  though  ell 
properties  have  been  connected.  A  suinroy  is  to  be

The  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  privately 
during  the  year  were  down  on  the  previous  year  as  also  were 
those  under  construction  in  ea.cli  category  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  was  offset  to  some  extent  by  the  fact  that  in  56 
cases  advantage  was  able  to  be  taken  of  Improvement  Grants 
thereby  bringing  older  proj^erties  up  to  modern  standards  -  a 
very  good  economic  proposition. 

The  Castle  Hill  Clearance  4rea  has  now  only  two  persons 
living  on  it  and  efforts  a.ro  being  made  to  re-house  them  so 
that  demolition  can  proceed. 

486  houses  were  inspected  .and  categorised  under  the 
Rural  Housing  Garvey.  This  work  wa.s  ca.rried  out  by  throe 
small  Sub-Committees  of  the  HoaGth  Committee^  accompanied  by 
the  Chief  Sa^nitary  Inspector.  I  endeavoured  to  be  present 
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at  as  nraiy  of  these  as  possible  finding  it  mi  invaluable 
op];ortunity  to  learn  the  social,  econonic  and  housing  probleras 
of  the  District  at  first  hand*  I  wa,s  again  struck  by  the 
unfailing  courtesy  with  which  we  were  received  on  these  visits 
and  would  like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  great  help  given  by  the 
nenburs  of  the  Sub-Goniiittees  in  this  work. 

As  a  result  of  the  survey  it  was  decided  to  docal  with  153 
of  the  worst  properties  in  the  first  five  years.  The  need 
still  rena.ins  great  for  -a  housing  unit  suitable  for  the  old 
people,  as  in  so  nany  cases  the  occupants  of  Slun  Clearance 
properties  will  bo  found  in  this  Categoi^*,  requiring  a  sraall, 
easily  run  hoae  within  ea.sy  roach  of  the  shops  and  villa.go 
oxienities. 


Idnile  on'  the  subject  of  unfit  houses  I  would  like  to 
strike  a  vanning  note  against  the  too  easy  a.cceptance  of 
Closing  Orders  and  an  underta.king  not  to  re-let  instep.d  of 
naking  Dcaolition  Orders.  This  could  lead  to  this  fair 


countryside  in  tine  beconing  dotted  with  derelict  buildings 
taid  no-one  anxious  to  meet  the  cost  of  their  final  burial.

Residential  caravans,  while  providing  a  hone  for  sone  a.re 
by  no  neans  an  id^al  place  in  which  to  bring  up  a  young  faJiiily. 
Thore  is  a  crying  need  for  a  full  review  of  the  Lew  relating  to 
caravon  licensing  and  caravon  sites  as  the  powers  of  control 
over  then  at  presentare  insufficient. 


One  Gonnon  Lodging  House  was  closed  during  the  year  and 
there  is  no\^  none  within  the  District. 

The  Council  gives  assistance  in  re-housing  to  those  who 
are  in  need  of  this  on  health  grounds,  such  as,  anongst  others, 
in  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  A  very  careful  assessnent  of  the 
clinical  and  environnental  circunstances  is  done  before  a 
reconnendation  is  loade  in  p.ny  individual  case.

INSPECTION  kW  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


This  year  was  notable  for  the  introduction  of  the  new 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  are  to  become  effective  from 
January  1st,  1956.  These  provide  a  code  of  standards  and 
behaviour  for  all  engaged  in  the  Food  business.  The  new  Law 
may  well  require  some  expenditure  of  time  and  money  on  the 
part  of  those  who  process,  handle  and  expose  foodstuffs  for 
sale,  but  I  am  sure  the  standards  laid  doi^m  are  sensible, 
practicable  and  long  overdue  and  will  be  accepted  by  those 
concerned  in  the  knowledge  that  they  are  for  the  good  of  all. 

A  synopsis  of  the  Regulations  was  sent  to  all  Food 
premises  in  the  District. 


The  Regulations  give  your  Food  Inspectors  new  powers 
in  their  drive  against  unhygienic  practices  and  their  Camp 
followers  -  Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery.  Their  effectiveness 
will  be  tried  in  the  crucible  of  experience. 

Following  on  the  discovery  of  an  infected  sample  of  dried 
Chinese  egg  albumen  v/ithin  a  neighbouring  Authority,  a  check¬ 
up  wa.s  carried  out  in  all  the  bakeries  within  the  area  and 
fifteen  samples  of  dried  egg  albumen  were  taken.  All  of  these 
were  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

The  safety  of  milk  in  its  passage  from  cow  to  consumer  is 
the  responsibility  of  three  different  Authorities  -  the  iiinistry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  Local  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
and  the  Local  Authority.  Does  this  multiplicity  of  control 
ensure  its  integrity  ?  I^Iho  has  a  clear  view  of  the  overall 
picture  from  production  to  consumption? 

100/b  meat  inspection  is  maintained  at  the  four  sla,ughter- 
houses  within  the  area,  and  in  achieving  this,  your  Meat 
Inspectors  have  maintp.incd  the  high  standards  of  the  past  and 
have  co-operated  to  the  full  with  the  butchers.  Goodwill  on 
both  sides  has  made  the  first  full  year  of  freedom  from  control 
a  very  smooth  running  one.  I  consider  it  advisable  that 
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casualty  beasts  a.daitted  to  Slaughterhouses  should  hove  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon's  Certificate. 

^  _  loo  cream  was  kept  under  supervision  and  ell  but  three 
of  TQiie  samples  submitted  fulfilled  the  requireraents  of  th-t 
temperejaentel  test  -  the  Methylene  Blue  one. 

Supervision  was  carried  out  of  the  water  supolios  to 
commercial  watercress  bods.

403  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  durinv  the  ve-r 
compared  with  166  in  1954  and  275  in  1953.  ‘These  fidt- 
exclude  Tuberculosis  X'/hich  appear  separatelv.  ^ 

This  marked  increase  was  caused  by  epidemics  of  measles 
nn  various  parts  of  the  Rural  District  between  /nrilbnd 
November.  looping  Cough  also  showed  an  increased  inciLnef 
during  tno  year.  Fort^onately  both  wore  mild  in  t./pe  ^no 
deaths  wore  e.ttributable  to  either.

provide  a  good  measure  of  control  over 
liomyolitis  narks  a  big  step  forward  in  preventive  raodicine. 
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The  B.G.G.  vaccine  too  is  proving  an  effective  weapon  in  the 
fight  against  Tuberculosis.  It  is  iNfell^  however with  the 
advent  of  the  new,  not  to  forget  those  trustworthy  prophyll- 
actics  which  have  proved  so  effective  in  the  past. 

There  were  three  ca.ses  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 
during  the  year.  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  21  were  less  than  in  1954  when 
there  were  37.  In  1953  there  were  12.  The  disease  was 
sporadic  and.  mild  in  type. 

One  case  of  Dysentery  occurred. 

There  were  six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
compared  with  12  in  1954  14  in  1953.  I  am  glad  to  say 
for  the  fifth  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths  from  this 
cause  -  an  excellent  record.  I  would  welcome,  however,  the 
time  when  it  is  possible  to  take  Mass  Radiography  Units  into 
the  Rural  Districts  even  though  the  statistical  returns  of 
the  number  X-rayed  would  not  be  so  dramatic  as  in  large 
centres  of  population. 

I  iNfould  also  like  to  see  a  closer  tie-up  between  the 
curative  and  after  care  services  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  all 
concerned. 


During  the  year  the  policy  was  continued,  of  sending 


a. 


letter  to  the  pa,rent  where  a.  ca,se  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  had  occurred  in  his  household  giving  him  an  indication 
of  his  responsibilities  under  the  1936  Public  Health  Act  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  dis.

A  case  of  Undulajit  Fever  occurred,  during  the  oa.rly  pa^rt 
of  the  year.  If  cill  milk  consumed  were  heat  treated 
occurrences  such  as  this  would  be  most  unlikely.

Problem  Families 


^  The  Problem  Fojnily  truly  does  present,  as  many  h^ve 
previously  said,  problem  and  an  intractable 'one.  It^is 

par adox.1  cal  ^ that  it  should  arise  in  a  community  with  an  ever 
rising  standard  of  living,  which  should  maJoe  for  a  richer  and 
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fuller  life.  Yet  one  finds  cases  of  physical  squalor^  poverty^ 
general  fecklessness  and  child,  neglect  in  spite  of  the 
undoubted,  benefits  of  the  Welfare  State  oud  iri  the  iniost  of 
plenty.  It  is  fundamentally  a  mora.1  issue  as  well  as  a 
social  problem.  It  is  above  all  the  effect  on  the  rising 
generation  brought  up  in  one  of  these  homes  which  is  to  be 
feared.  The  deunage  to  them  does  not  arise  so  much  from 
physical  ill-treatment  as  from  emotional  neglect  and  to  cure 
this  it  is  useless  to  punish  the  parents  or  remove  the  children 
from  them  -  though  at  times  there  may  be  no  other  option  -  as 
only  within  a  family  circle  cam  a  child,  develop  normally.  It 
is  in  this  a.tmo sphere  that  the  dragon  *s  teeth  are  sora  and  the 
results  are  seen  in  the  toddler^  unwashed,  ill-d-isciplrned  and. 
untrained.  The  school  pupil  \-Jho  attends  school  irregularly 
a.nd  without  proper  meals  and  rest  is  dull  and  alarmingly  ill 
educated,  as  a  result.  Then  come  the  *  teens  and  with  them  the 
unstalle  adolescent,  the  aggressive  young  tough,  the  neurotic 
and  Sexually  uninhibited  young  female  lacking  the  influence 
vjhich  only  a^  united  home  and  good  parents  can  give.  Often  an 
early  and  ill  considered  marriage  is  followed  by  prolific 
parenthood  under  an  inanspicious  environment  bringing  the 
vicious  circle  back  to  our  starting  point. 


The  best  chance  to  help  -  and  there  ane  main/  agencies 
willing  and  anxious  to  do  so  -  is  to  find  ”thG  case”  early 


before  the  anra  of  mental,  physical  and  spiritual  deca.y  has 
set  in.  Your  Officers  are  all  anxious  to  do  everything  within 
their  pow^r  to  prevent  such  dra.ma.s  being  enacted  v/ithin  their 
community  but  within  the  past  year  we  have  witnessed  examples 
of  them. 


Another  problem  is  the  aged  person  living  alone,  with 
failing  physical  and  mental  resources  yet  coming  of  staunch 
and  independent  stock,  who  refuses  to  be  helped.  lliile  their 
attitude  is  understandable  and.  la.udalle  it  is  pitiable  to  see 
the  decline  in  their  personal  hygiene  and  aaesthetic  standards. 
Here  again  uarly  cognisance  of  these  cases  is  of  enormous 
importancG  so  thal  help  mcO.y  be  offered  b<.=forc  doterioralion 
has  passed  the  point  of  no  r^^turn. 
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In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Monbers  of  the 
Council,  and  the  Chairmrni  and  Members  of  the  Health  Gommittoe 
for  their  keen  intorest  cond  help  in  all  aspects  of  the  work* 
I  also  wish  to  thank  nj  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  particularly  Mr.  Chivors  and  the  Members  of 
the  Health  Department  whoso  unstinting  efforts  and  unwavering 
support  make  working  with  then  a  pleasure.

Letters 
were  sent  to  the  two  manufacturers  concerned  draa^J■ing  their 
attention  to  these  unsatisfactory  samples,  but  until  a  legal 


standard  is  introduced,  nothing  further  can  be  done.  Never¬ 
theless,  the  standard  of  ice  cream  sold  in  the  district  as 
shown  by  the  results  of  the  samples  taken  is  high,  and  the 


percentage  of  satisfactory  samples  found  x^ras  the  hieghest  for 


some  years.

neat  derived  fron  the  aninals  killed  has  been  very  good* 
I'Jhilst  there  are  only  four  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Rural  District,  a  close  and  constauit  vratch  can  be  kept  upon 
the  neat  derived  therefron  with  consequant  benefit  to  the 
residents  in  the  area,  but  one  feels  that  if  over  this  nunber 
increases,  the  rigid  control  at  pres ant  existing  on  the 
inspection  of  all  aninals  slaughtered  in  the  district  will 
not  so  easily  be  carried  out.  It  was  hoped  during  the  war 
years,  Xvfhen  centralised  slaughtering  was  in  operation,  that 
this  had  cone  to  stay,  and  this  hope  seemed  to  be  material¬ 
ising  when  H.M,  Government  announced  its  plan  for  a  moderate 
concentration  of  the  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Country,  Unfort¬ 
unately  this  hope  seems  now  to  ha.ve  been  only  a  dream  and  the 
possibilities  of  central  a.battcirs  being  established  now 
appears  to  be  receding.  As  a  Meat  Inspector,  I  can  only 
expr^:jss  the  hope  that  we  shall  never  a.gain  return  to  the  pre- 
war  days  when  we  haxl  in  this  Rural  District  twenty-three 
private  slaughterhouses,  and  when  it  was  a  physical  iiaposs- 
ibility  to  keep  a  check  on  all  the  animals  slaughtered 
thereat •

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In  accordence  ’.jith  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Pepairs 

8_nd  Rents  Act,  1954,  whereby  all  Local  Authorities  I'rere 

charged ^ with  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  to  the  Mnister 

of  Housing  Slid  Local  Government,  within  twelve  months  of  the 

coming  into  operat.ion  of  the  Act,  their  prooosals  for  desAlnp 

with  houses  vrtiich  are  ijnfit  for  human  habibation,  the  three 

Sub  -  Committees  appointed  by  the  Council  to  inspect  all 

Csuegory  5  houses  in  the  District,  continued  their  tours  of 

inspction  weeldLy  during  the  year.  From  July,  I954  to  the 

31s b  December,  1954,  the  three  Sub-Committees  had  insnected 

272  houses,  and  adoring  the  year  1955,  a  f^irther  52^^^ 

were  visitea  ^  by  tne  Sub  -  Committees,  making  a  total  of  800 

houses  inspected  to  decide  upon  action  to  be  taken  in  rep-^rd 
thereto.  ' 


^Follov/ing  consideration  of  the  reports  of  the  three  Sub  - 
Committees,  the  Council  decided  to  inform  the  JiLnister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  that  they  proposed  to  deal '"with 
o59  imfib  houses,  during  a  period  of  25  years,  by  action  under 
Sections  11^ and  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  that,  during 
e  first  five  yea.rs,  they  proposed  to  take  action  in  respect 
o  53  unfit  nouses.  Subsequently,  the  Council  was  informed 
tiiat  tne  i'iinister  felt  that  the  period  of  time  required  to 
deal  with  the  total  problem  should  be  reduced  from  25  years 

and,  aper  consideration,  the  Council  decided  to  reduce  this 
period  to  18  years. 

I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  tremendous  amount  of 
worm  put  in  voluntarily  by  the  Members  of  the  three  Sub- 
CommiUoes  appointed  to  visit  all  the  Category  5  houses  in  the 
Jistrict,  and  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  heln 
md  encourapment  given  by  the  Councillors  concerned  to  your 
Public  Healtn  Officers  in  tackling  this  problem.  The  work  of 
inspection  was  carried  out  by  the  Sub-Committees  in  an 
mbiassed  and  most  efficient  manner,  and  I  am  certain  that  the 
Council  as  a  whole  ha.s  been  furnished  with  as  complete  a 
picture  01  the  total  slum  clearance  problem  of  the  district  as 
it  was  possible  to  obtain. 


Following  the  acceptance  by  the  ifinister  of  the  Council's 
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proposals^  no  tino  was  lost  in  inplononting  sane^  and  a  new 
Connittee  entitled,  the  ^^Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  Comnittee” 
was  appointed  to  meet  regularly  ajid  to  deal  entirely  with  this 
problem.  I  feel  that  this  was  good  policy  on  the  Council »s 
part  as  owners  of  properties  can  be  interviewed  in  a  more 
informal  way  than  would  be  the  case  if  they  had  to  appear  before 
the  full  Council.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  sta,ti3tios  at  the 
b.jginning  of  this  Section  of  the  Report,  Demolition  Orders  had 
been  made  in  respect  of  27  houses,  and  6  houses  had  been 
demolished  in  pursuance  of  Demolition  Orders  by  the  end  of  the 
yean.  In  addition.  Undertakings  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Council  in  respect  of  11  houses.  I  would  strongly  urge  the 
Council  not  to  accept  undertaJeings  from  oraers  of  Individual 
Unfit  houses,  either  not  to  re-let  same  for  human  habitation  or 
for  use  as  storage  buildings,  except  in  very  special  cases,  as 
houses  wnicn  stand  empty  tend  rapidly  to  become  d.erclict,  in 
some  cases  dangerous,  and,  apart  from  being  detrimental  to  the 
amenities  of  the  area,  can  also  be  a  menace  to  Public  Health  on 
account  of  their  likely  harbourage  of  rats,  mice  and  other 
vermin . 


I’Jhilst  the  Council  has  been  very  active  in  rega,rd  to  their 
^hligctt ions  in  connecoion  wioh  Slum  Glea,rance,  a,t  the  same  tine, 
every  encouragement  has  been  given  to  owners  of  dwelling-houses 
in  the  districu  to  t<ake  a,dvantage  of  the  facilities  provided  in 
respect  of  Improvement  Grants  under  Section  20  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1949.  During  1953,  only  eight  applications  were  received 
for  Improvement  Grants,  but  this  number  increased  to  32  during 
tne  year  1954*  In  1955,  no  less  than  56  applications  for  Grants 
were^  approved  by  the  Council.  This  meant,  incvitab.ly,  a 
considerable  increase  in  work  for  your  Officers  in  dealing  with 
these  applications,  and  it  must  also  be  recorded  that  the 
Council »s  Improvement  Grants  Sub- Commit tee,  comprising  Counc¬ 
illors  G.G.  Crov7son,  iC.B.  Binns  and.  G.H.  Taylor,  assisted 
occa.sionally  by  Councillors  F.  Key  and  F.¥.  9Iason,  devoted  a 
cons iaer able  amount  of  their  spare  time  in  visiting  the  prop¬ 
erties  concerned. 

In  connection  with  the  building  of  new  houses,  the  Council 
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continued  with  its  housing  programme  during  the  year,  and  5B 
neT^r  Council  houses  were  erected.  In  addition,  20  houses  were 
built  in  the  Rural  District  by  private  enterprise* 


5.  DRAINAGE 

Since  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  villages  of 
Billingborough  and  Horbling  was  finally  completed  in  April, 
1954>  approximately  42%  of  the  dwelling  -  houses  in  the  two 
villages  concerned  have  had  their  drainage  systems  connected 
to  the  new  sewers,  but,  since  the  initial  rash  of  applications 
during  the  first  year,  very  few  applications  are  now  being 
received,  and  it  is  inevitable  that,  in  the  not  too  distant 
future,  the  Council  will  have  to  make  a  new  approach  to  this 
problem,  either  by  giving  bigger  grants  to  property  owners  to 
carry  out  conversions  etcetera,  or  by  serving  notices  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  42  and  47  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Similar  conditions  exist  in  connection  with  the  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  for  the  villages  of  Corby  Glen,  where  the 
position  is  further  aggravated  by  the  continuing  discharge  of 
crude  sewage  from  the  old  sewers  direct  into  the  River  Glen, 
and  here  again,  very  few  applications  are  now  being  received 
from  property  owners  for  connection  of  house  d,rainage  systems 
to  the  nev7  sewers. 

^ Towards  the ^ end  of  the  year,  a  special  Sub-Committee  was 
appointed  to  review  the  whole  position  in  all  three  villages 
aiid  it  ^ was  suggested  that  a  “drive «  should  be  made,  in'^the 
first  instance,  in  the  village  of  Corby  Glen,  on  account  of 
the  serious  nuisance  still  existing  in  the  River  Glen.  I  was 
directed  to  arrange  for  a  detailed  survey  to  be  made  of  all 
the  existing  drainage  systems  in  this  village  which  are  still 
connected  to  the  old  sex^rers  and  to  prepare  details  of  the  cost 
of  the  conversions  required  to  be  carried  out  and  of  connecting 
the  house  drainage  systems  to  the  new  sewers.  This  survey  has 
now  been  completed  and  is  awaiting  consideration  by  the  Sub- 
Committee  concerned. 
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ExcGllont  -prorress  continued  to  bo  nade  by  the  Contractors 
cngayoC  on  the  nev/  Seve.ge  Disposcol  Schcne  for  Bo.ston,  Langtoft, 
Market  Deuping  and  Deeping  ot,  JooieSj  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  actual  progress  was  well  in  front  of  theoretical 
progress.  It  now  seons  evident  thrt  this  najor  schone  will  be 
conpleted  by  the  end  of  1956,  despite  call  the  difficulties  at 
first  envisaged  as  a  result  of  dewatering  apparatus  being 
required  to  lay  the  deep  sewers  in  that  part  of  the  district 
where  the  vjater  table  is  noroally  high. 


During  the  year,  old  sewers  at  Grosvenor  Hoad.,  Billing- 
borough  and  at  Horsegate  andi  SpaldiUcg  Roa.d,  Deeping  Bt.  Janes 
were  found  to  be  so  badly  silted  up  that  innedioMe  action  had 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  serious  nuisances  rn*ising  tliorefron.  In 
the  case  of  the  sewer  at  Grosvenor  Hoad,  Billingborough,  it  was 
found,  necessary  to  relay  125  ya,rds  of  this  sewer,  and  the  sewer 
at  Horsegate  and  Spalding  Hoad,  Deeping  St.  Janes,  entailed  a 
considerable  amount  of  tine  being  spent  by  your  Direct  Labour 
Departnent  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
nent,  in  ^’badgering**  a  considerable  length  .^f  sane. 


Inspections  in  connection  with  drainage  continue  to  take 
up  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  tine  of  your  Public  Health 
Officers,  as  will  bo  seen  from  the  statistics  of  visits  at  the 
beginning  of  this  Report,  no  less  than  1,056  visits  being  made 


in  connection  therewith,  whilst  160  tests  of  now 


eraina,ge 


S3rstcns  were  also  carried  out. 


In  axldition,  much  tine  is  spent  by  3^our  Public  Health 
Officers  in  inspecting  and  supervising  the  roding  and.  cleansing 
of  nearly  40  miles  of  parish  walur courses,  in  connection  rath 
which  ^^^ork,  55  visits  wore  nade. 

Inprovenont  schemes  on  parish  watercourses  wore  carried 
put  in  two  villa.gos  during  the  year,  amount ina  in  length  to  53 
cha.  ins  of  parish  dykes  cleansed  at  a.  total  cost  of  £113.  7s.  6d 
and  annual  roding  of  other  watercourses  wa.s  carried  out  in 
eight  parishes. 
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6.  CLELNSIr^  SERVICES 


(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  household  refuse  collection  service  continues  -to 
provide  a  welcome  service  to  the  ratepayers^  ojid  every  village 
in  the  District  is  visited  by  the  Council *s  Refuse  Freighter 
once  p-er  fortnight.  Refuse  is  collected  fron  containers 
placed  at  the  kerb-side  by  householders,  and  is  disposed  of 
by  tipping  at  refuse  tips  situated  at  Billingborough,  Corby 
Glen,  Sv.dnstead,  and  Deeping  St.  Janes.  It  is  ^estimated 
that  over  2,000  tons  of  household  refuse  exe  collected  and 
disposed  of  annually  by  the  Council's  Refuse  Freighter  nanned 
by  two  nen,  with  occasional  additional  assistance.  Great 
credit  is  due  to  the  employees  concerned  for  the  way  in  which 
they  carry  out  this  which  increases  inavitably  each  year 

by  reason  of  new  houses  being  erected. 


During  the  year,  it  was  apparent  that  the  Council's  Refuse 
tip  at  Lynchfield  Roa.d,  Deerjing  St.  Janes  would  soon  become 
full  and  negotiations  wore  commenced  for  a  new  disposal  site  at 
Station  Road,  Deeping  St.  Janes. 


Fith  regard  to  the  collection  of  refuse,  it  is  hoped  that, 
eventually,  a  more  frequent  service  than  fortnightly  collection 
"^'^ill  be  given,  but  consideration  of  this  improvement  in  the 
seivico  has  haxl  uo  be  deferred  for  the  time  being  on  account  of 
tho  Council's  heavy  commitments  in  other  directions. 

The  Council  continued  to  collect  waste  paper  and  25  tons  18 
cx^ts.  of  Mixed  Haste  XxJ^erc  sold  for  £143.  11.  4d  during  tho  yocor 
1955*  by  tile  ond  of  the  year,  hoX'/ever,  the  Council  was 
experiencing  some  difficulty  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  waste 
paper  but  I  hope  that  waste  paper  will  continue  to  be  collected 
sepa.ra.tely,  even  ii  .a.  slight  loss  is  incurred,  in  sa.lva.ge  sa:.les* 
It  is  far  bettor  to  colloct  this  material  separately  than  to 
collect  it  with  the  household  refuse  x/ith  a.  consequent  incrca.se 
in  the  untidiness  of  the  Refuse  Tips. 
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(b)  Fail  EaptyinF!  Scheno 

The  Go-uncil  continues  to  a  free  weekly  emptying  of 
sanitary  pails  from  ca^elling-houses  in  the  EnrrJL  District^  and 
this  vjork  is  carried  out  by  two  800  goulons  capacity  Cesspool 
Emptying  vehicles  provided  with  pail  hopper  attachments,  each 
vehicle'^  being  manned  by  a  team  of  three  men  comprising  a 
Driver/Loader  end  too  Loaders ♦  Lpproxinately  2,000  pails 
are  emptied  weekly  and  both  vehicles  axe  engaged  practic-ally 
full  -  time  on  this  work.  The  nightsoil  thus  collected  is 
disposed  of  by  composting  by  arraxgonent  with  certain  farmers 
in  the  District,  or  by  spreading  over  agriculturaJL  land. 
Complaints  from  householders  in  respect  of  this  work  are 
surprisingly  few,  and  the  Council's  employees  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  way  they  carry  out  what  is  obviously  an 
obj*cctiona.ble  job  of  work. 

In  addition  to  the  v;eckly  pail  emptying  service,  privy 
vaults,  cesspools,  septic  tanks  etc.,  at  dwelling-houses  and 
other  premises  are  emptied  upon  request  in  a  much  more 
satisfantory  and  hygienic  manner  than  can  be  done  by  hand 
labour.  L  fixed  change  is  made  to  householders  desiring  this 
service.  Details  of  such  work  crxried  out  during  the  year 
are  as  follows j-

IJhTER  SUPILIES 


There  are  three  main  supplies  of  water  to  the  villages 
in  the  P^ral  District  end.  these  are  as  follows 


(a)  The  villages  of  Baston,  LangtDft,  ferket  Deeping, 
ITilsthorpe,  Braceborough,  Groat ford,  Bonholn,  Tall- 
ington  and  Hast  Deeping  are  supplied  by  the  Peter¬ 
borough  Corporation. 


(b)  The  villages  and  hamlets  of  Horbling,  Bridge  End, 
Billingborough,  Birthorpe,  Folkingham,  Laughton,  As- 
lackby,  pointon,  Ilillthorpe,  Little  Dox^rsby,  Graby, 
Kirkby  Itiderwood  and  Stainfield  are  supplied  from 
the  Council *s  own  bore  at  Billingborough. 


(c)  The  villages  and  hamlets  of  Dowsby  Dunsby,  Hacconby,

Every  parish  in  the  Rural  District  has  a  piped  supply  of 
mains  water  and,  apart  froa.  a  few  hamlets  and  small  groups  of 
houses  in  the  Fens,  it  is  now  possible  for  over  92^  of  the 
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houses  in  'the  ctroa  ijo  be  supplied  wibh  piped  waler*  This  is 
of  particular  help  to  your  Public  Health  Officers  when  samples 
of  \J3.toT  taken  fron  private  boros,  wells  etc.,  are  found  to  be 
polluted,  as  the  use  of  these  can  now  bo  discont^ued  aud  the 
houses  in  question  provided  with  o,  pure  and  sufficient  supply 
of  water  for  a.11  purposes  from  the  Council *s  mains.

It  will  be  noted  that  all  the  samples  taken  from  the 
Council *s  supplies  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the 
case  of  samples  found  to  be  polluted  from  private  supplies, 
the  occupiers  of  the  houses  concerned  were  advised  to  boil 
all  such  water  used  for  drinking  purposes.  Action  was  also 
taken  to  see  that  the  o\-mors  of  the  properties  concerned 
should  provide  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s 
ma.ins,  if  these  wer^  within  r^a^-sonable  distance  = 


As  in  previous  years,  regular  sampling  was  carried  out 
at  the  watercress  beds  in  the  d.istrict,  and,  during  the  yea 
five  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis,  all  o 
which  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.

It  is  gratifying^  onco  again,  to  report  that  tho  work  of 
Rodent  Destruction  has  proceodod  snootiily  and  efficiently 
during  the  year,  and  scveraJL  letters  of  a.ppr'^ciauion  were 
received  fron  ratepayers  in  the  District  pa,ying  tribute  to 
the  oxcell ont  manner  in  which  the  Council's  iiodent  Operator 
O'lr.  FJi.  Batchelor)  carried  out  his  \*Jork.  In  addition, 
regular  surveying  of  land.s  and  prenises  throughout  tho  District 
was  done  by  the  ^Rodent  Operator  in  order  to  ascertain^ sounces 
of  infestation,  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  obligations 
under  Section  2  (a)  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage ^by  Posts  Act, 
1949  ♦  In  a^ddition  to  providing  a  free  service  for  Rodent 
Disinfestation  work  a.t  private  dwelling-houses  in  the  District, 
tho  Rodent  Operator  is  available  to  carry  out  similar  work  at 
business  prenises  and  farms,  at  a  standard^  charge  of  8/-  per 
hour,  which  sun  includes  his  time,  mahorial-S  and  traa/elling 

G:>q3enses« 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator  to  aill^the 
Council's  properties  during  the  yean,  including  refuse  tips, 
which  have  been  trea^ted  regularly  and  systcD-a.tically,  and  to 
the  many  sewer  dykes  and  parish  watercourses.  In  addition, 
447  private  dwelling  -  houses  were  treated  as  also  wore  25 
business  promises.  In  consequence  of  ad-1  these  opora,tions, 
3,977  rats  and  mice  were  found  to  have  been  killed,  as  compared 
with  3,425  for  the  previous  year.
